tween 1962 and 1975. it was chiefly young persons and those capable of 
working who were affected. The minister of Health and Social Affairs con- 
sequentiy drew up long-term plans for schistosomiasis control and submitted 
them to the World Health Organization (WHO). In addition, investigations 
and research projects were conducted early in the Loubomo region (Niari 
Valley). 


Those projects were the point of departure for a German-Congolese coopera- 
tion that began with a pilot phase in 1979. The GTZ granted aid for per- 
sonnel and equipment. The Congolese expenditures for construction measures 
are considerable, and there is a remarkable commitment on the part of the 
health services in the fight against schistosomiasis, the pathogenic agent of 
which (@ parasitic worm) was discovered in i855 by the German doctor, 
Theodor Bilharz. The friendly cooperation between the Congolese and German 
experts is the basis for later general promotion of the national anti-schis- 
tosomiasis project. 


First efforts took the form of epidemiologic analyses and examinations of 
the potential individual measures. The best solution undoubtedly consists of 
combining several methods. Besides eradication of the aquatic snails that 
transmit the parasitic worms to man, there is available chemotherapy to treat 
the patients. in this fight the population gust avoid contact with contamin- 
ated water.

About 2.46 million 
cases of leprosy have been detected so far in the country as a whole,

CONCERTED EFFORT AGAINST ENCEPHALITIS URGED 
Kathmandu THE MOTHERLAND in English 17 Jul 80 p 3 
[Editorial: “High Time") 


[Text] Encephalitis which is reported to have killed quite a few persons 
in Kathmandu some time back is also reported to have killed a number of 
people in some other parts of the country. The deadly disease which 
reportedly has no known cure had almost taken the form of an epidemic in 
Nepal and india not long ago. The occurrence of the killer disease every 
year, thercfore, calls for some concerted efforts on the part of the 
Department vf Health Services to prevent it from hitting the people again 
and again. 


Only some time back the Department had claimed that it had enough equip- 
ment and insecticides to exterminate the mosquitoes which carry the germs 
of the disease but it does not seem to be anything at all while reports 
of the disease claiming its victims in different parts of the country 
‘ave been pouring in for some past months. The report of five people 
killed by the disease at Birgunj is one more example of the negligence 
and lack of sense of urgency on the part of the health authorities. 


Equally disturbing is the report of increasing incidents of typhoid cases 
in the capital. The official report puts the average number of typhoid 
patients visiting Teku Infectious Disease Hospital at 10 a day. The anti- 
typhoid vaccines that used to be given along with anti-cholera vaccines 
have now stopped as ineffective. But no other alternative measures have 
yet been suggested to prevent people from dying an untimely death. We 
think it is high time for public health people to be up and doing 
something. The usual dilatory practice can make matters worse once they 
go out of control.

33 children had died so far. The number of those admitted to other hospitals 
had crossed the 1000 mark.

[Text] Beijing, 25 Jul--The Ministry «ff Public Health recently made public 
the “Experimental Measures for Monitoring Contagious Diseases at Ports in 
China.” 


The experimental measures” were formulated because of the increasing inter- 
national friendly irterflow, the fast developing tourism industry and the 
internetional spread of contagious diseases. The measures are also 4 supple- 
ment of the current port immunization and examination regulation. 


The “experimental measures" stipulate monitoring of the following six con- 
tagious diseases: flu, malaria, inflammation of marrow grey matter, dengue 
fever, typhus and recurring fever. To be monitored are personnel and per- 
sonnel carriers; people in seaports, airports, stations and border crossings; 
and carriers of the aforementioned diseases including insects, animals, 

and drinking water. Monitoring measures include collection of 
and ‘geport ing on information of the epidemic situation both at home and 
abroad, epidemioiogical investigation and control of monitored patients 
and suspected patients of epidemic diseases and investigation of insect 
and animal carriers and immunization of people at seaports, airports, sta- 
tions and border crossings.

ENDEMIC DISEASES BROUGHT UNDER CONTROL IN BEIJING 
OWO1L0836 Beijing XINHUA in English 0807 GMT 1 Aug 80 


[Text] Beijing, 1 Aug (XINHUA)--Goiter, endemic in the mountainous areas on 
the outskirts of Beijing, has basically been brought under control. Efforts 
are being made to cope with fluorosis and liver-fluke that have been found 
in som rural areas of the municipality. 


The incidence of endemic goiter in Changping County, the most seriously 
affected locality, has been brought down from 16 per cent at the beginning of 
1970's to 2.36 per cent last year, according to the county's endemic disease 
prevention and cure office. Deafness and cretinism resulting from this di- 
sease are no longer found in the county. 


General examinations were carried out several times in the past five years 
and all goiter patients were treated free of charge. lodine has been added 
to the salt supplied to he affected areas since 1970 and the processing 
and storing of such salt is strictly supervised. 


Recenily, the Beijing heavy-duty motor plant designed and produced an auto- 
matic machine for adding iodine to salt. It can process 2 to 2.4 tons an 
hour. 


The city's endemic diseases prevention office examined water sources in 1,515 
production brigades of Beijing's rural areas between 1976 and 1978 and found 
that water supply in 315 brigades had a higher fluorine content than standards 
prescribed by the state. Since then great efforts have been made to reduce 
the fluorine content. Work on 60 water sources has been completed. in one 
locality, the state appropriated 140,000 yuan to dig a deep well and lay 

5,000 metres of pipe. This well provides safe water to ten thousand people 

in five production brigades. 





Formerly, liver-fluke was regarded as a disease endemic to South China. In 
1976, some young people in the southeastern part of Beijing Municipality were 
found to be suffering from it. The source was traced, and within three years 
940,000 people were examined. A total of 20,000 people were found with the di- 
sease and were successfully treated.

SHAANXI PROVINCE BRINGS LOCAL GOITER UNDER CONTROL 
Shanghai WEN HUT BAO in Chinese 11 Jun 80 p 1 
[Article: “Shaanxi Sends Away the Local Goiter ‘Plague God'") 


[Text] Shaanxi Province has already basically brought under control or 
wiped out local goiter: this is what the Shaanxi Provincial Committee's 
leadership group on protection against local diseases announced at a 
Shaanxi Province local goiter control and eradication awards conference 
held recently in Xi'an. 


This is the first province in the goiter regions of our country which has 
sent away this “plague god." 


Local goiter is one of the local diseases which have seriously endangered 
the people's health in Shaanxi Province. Back in 1956 when the "Nation- 
wide Agricultural Development Program" proposed active defense against 
local goiter and other diseases, Shaanxi Province began to use iodides 

to protect against it in hard-hit areas, achieving outstanding results. 

In 1975, when Shaanxi Province proposed the task of “basically controlling 
or wiping out local goiter throughout the province within about 5 years," 
the concerned departments joined together under the unified leadership 

of party committees at all levels and mounted a large-scale effort, 
relying on the masses. The commercial departments made iodides almost 
univercally available; the supply and marketing departments persistently 
refused to buy or sell noniodized products; the broad masses of epidemic 
protection and medical personnel participated actively in a general survey 
of local goiter, and treated those showing its symptoms; many units also 
joined together for protection work and pursued scientific research. 

After 5 years of struggle they have effectively brought outbreaks of 

the disease under control. Last year, more than 50,000 relevant personnel 
were organized provincewide to visit the disease areas and make surveys 
and checks; the result was that of the goiter sufferers discovered since 
1975 in the general and supplementary surveys, 83.6 percent have been 
cured; and 99.6 percent of all affected areas have basically brought under 
control or wiped out the disease. This is a great victory for Shaanxi 
Province’'s work against local goiter, which has not only put an end to 

the sufferings of the masses in the afflictec areas and safeguarded the 
people's health, but also has made a great contribution to developing 
agriculture and has furnished experience for further successful defense 
against local diseases.

The first case ap- 
peared in Hodong-ni, Kyoha-myon, Pa-ju-kun, the second in Ungdam 1l-1li, Chonh- 
yon-myon, Pajukun, and such cases appeared in five other villages including 
Paekhak-myon, Yonchonkun too. The ORD team has conducted vaccinations 

of some 500 doge and cats in the 10 villages near the Demilitarized Zone 
and is working on the cause of the disease's occurrence. Kwon Yong-bang, 

a reseorcher on the team, said that the sudden outbreak of rabies cases 
seemed tc have originated from wolves and foxes inhabiting the DMZ. Only 
one rabies case was reported in the nation last year and the occurrence 

of the disease has been on a ceaseless decrease over the last decade, Kwon 
revealed.

INTESTINAL DISEASE EPLDEMILC BREAKS OUT IN EAST

[Text] It is reported that the incidents of intestinal infection in 
Nevsehir's Merkez Bekledik quarter and in the buroughs of Nar and 
Sulusaray have started to decrease in severity thanks to stringent 
health measures being taken. 


Head doctor at the Nevsehir State Hospital Omer Bayrak disclosed that the 
number of patients complaining of intestinal infection has risen and that 


persons are being doubled up in hospital beds. 


He said, “The number of patients bedridden in our hospital coming from 
downtown and the buroughs of Nar and Sulusaray increased from 12 to 16 
this morning. The conditions of these patients, who were given examina- 
tions in a separate section, is very good. It is understood that the 
Japanese tourists, Nozomi Kato and his wife Hidako, who entered our 
hospital 2 days ago fearing cholera and who received treatment, were 
suffering from simple diarrhea. The two will remain under our care a 
while longer and will be released when they recover completely." 


Dr Bayrak said that every measure was being taken both inside and out- 
side the hospital with the support of the Health Department. 


Moreover, a provincial hygiene board which met the evening before last 
under the chairmanship of Provincial Health and Community Assistance 
Director Dr Ibrahim Tuzun decided to close immediately open drains ari 
sewers and continuously chlorinate the drinking water under expert 
supervision. 


After the meeting Dr Tuzun made the following statement, "Fatigue brought 
on by the extreme heat and "he long Ramazan days is causing the incidents 
of intestinal infection in the amounts we are able to confirm. Citizens 
can easily take measures to protect themselves from the effects of the 
illness. They should not stay in the sun. They should take steps to 
prevent excessive perspiring. For example, they should not overload the 
stomach. They should definitely avoid raw vegetables and fruits. They 
should drink water that is definitely chlorinated."

Text) Parvo virus, the contagious canine disease, has been concen- 
trated to a disturbing extent in the Copenhagen area in the last 4 weeks. 


"The number of cases takes the breath away from practicing veterinari- 
ans," veterinarian Uffe Rorbech of the Lyngby Animal Hospital told BER- 
LINGSKE TIDENDE, "We vaccinate until the sweat drips off us," and the 
animals brought in come from all over Copenhagen. One dog in four has 
diarrhea and it isn’t just puppies, as was assumed at first, but dogs 
of all ages. “Over half the replies we get from the National Veteri- 
nary Research Institute are positive. Most dogs survive the diarrhea 
but deaths occur on a regular basis.” 


[t is especially on the weekends that people bring their sick dogs to 
the animal hospitals. it a deg is so sick that it can’t eat or drink 

it is admitted for care. Water intake is a special problem and it is 
often necessary to administer several liters a day intravenously. In 
Lyngby there are 6 or 10 dogs in intensive care at all times. Veteri- 
narian Rorbech said tnat at the moment they can't handle more vaccina- 
tions but that there is enough vaccine for all. The cost of the first 
vaccination is around 150 kroner and the second costs around 100 kroner. 
“We don't yet know for sure if these two vaccinations are enough to 

last the dog for the rest cf its life,” Uffe Rorbech said. 


At the Copenhagen Animal Hospital in Valby they have also noted a rising 
frequency of diarrhea cases. "We are not sure this is due to parvo 
virus alone,” said veterinarian Jorgen Madsen, head of the animal hos- 
pital. “There is at least one other diarrhea illness, corona virus, 
that is very similar to parvo. In 2 months we have had 60 cases of 
diarrhea and 20 percent of the dogs have died. The situation is much 
more serious than it was earlier although several outbreaks of diarrhea 
are normal at this time of year."

He saic it had destroyed an 
estimated 2,5 million kg. of cotton throughout th district, He appealed 
to the Ministry of Agriculture to hasten research cn the disease so a 
cure could soon be found to save the cotton industry ‘ror collapse,

LOCUSTS, ARMY WORMS INVADE GONGOLA

/Text/ Gongola State Government has dispatched a special emissary to the 
Federal Government sequel to an outbreak of locusts and army worms which 
invaded farms in the southern parts of the estate. 


Another high powered de cgation has been sent to the zonal headquarters 
of the Federal Pest Concrol Unit, Ministry of Agriculture, Maiduguri, over 
the same issue. 


Addressing a press conference yesterday in Yola, the Commissioner for 
Agriculture and Co-operatives, Alhaji Abubakar Mutum Biyu, stressed that 
pest menace was beyond the capability of the state government. 


He disclosed that about four to five million locusts and army worms per 
hectare of land had been recorded by the Food and Agricultural Organisa- 
tion (F.A.0.), an agency of United Nations in the southern parts of the 
state. 


The commissioner said, according to the report, the pests had already 
ravaged several hectares of food and cash crops as well as vegetables in 
the area. the areas devastated had been turned into bare deserts. 


Alhaji Abubakar explained that the locusts and army worms were migrating 
to the hinterland and the surrounding hills around the Mambilla Plateau 
which would make the situation more complex to control. 


He disclosed that a ground team led by a senior official from his ministry 
sent to the area for surveillance had to report back because the situation 
was apparently beyond their control.
